New  Insurance  Plan  to  Cover 
Medical  Expenses  of  Faculty 


Faculty  medical  expenses  may 
now  be  covered  by  a new  group 
insurance  policy  issued  by  Teach- 
ers Insurance  and  Annuity  As- 
sociation (TIAA). 

Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  cover- 
age for  faculty  members  will  be 
discontinued  at  midnight  on  Oct. 
31.  In  place  of  the  coverage  be- 
ing terminated,  Brigham  Young 
University  is  making  available  a 
Group  Major  Medical  Expense 
Insurance  program  for  all  pres- 
ent full-time  employees  and  their 
eligible  dependents. 

Combine  Programs 
The  medical  program  for  em- 
ployees and  dependents,  wives 
plus  children  over  14  days  and 
under  19  years  of  age,  will  be 
combined  with  a Group  Life  In- 
surance program  for  all  present 
full-time  permanent  employees. 

The  insurance  will  be  under- 
written by  TIAA  and  will  be- 
come effective  on  Nov.  1,  pro- 
vided that  at  least  75  per  cent 


of  eligible  participants  make  ap- 
plication. The  coverage  of  all 
regular  full-time  employees  by 
University,  therefore,  will  not  be 
possible  unless  75  per  cent  par- 
ticipate. 

Covered  to  $10,000 
Essentially  the  medical  ex- 
pense insurance  offers  a broad 
scope  of  coverage  for  medical 
expenses  whether  a person  is  in 
the  hospital  or  not.  Each  in- 
sured individual  is  covered  ini- 
tially for  a maximum  of  $10,- 
000.  , 

At  any  time  after  receiving 
$1000  or  more  in  benefits  the 
original  $10,000  maximum  may 
be  restored  by  furnishing  evi-  ] 
dence  of  insurability  satisfactory 
to  TIAA,  according  to  an  infor- 
mation sheet  given  to  faculty 
members. 

^ Still  Insured 

However,  even  if  insured  per- 
sons are  unable  to  furnish  the  j 
necessary  evidence,  the  individ- 
ual continues  to  be  insured  for 
the  difference  between  $10,000 
and  the  major  medical  benefits 
already  paid.

Dodgers  Cop  Pennant

CHICAGO  — The  Dodgers 
finally  took  care  of  the  Braves 
and  their  promise  Wednesday 
was  “Now  we’ll  take  care  of  the 
White  Sox.” 

They  planed  in  here  after  hav- 
ing defeated  Milwaukee,  6-5,  in 
12  innings  at  Los  Angeles  last 
night  to  win  the  National  League 
pennant  and  their  first  playoff 
in  three’ tries. 

Manager  Walt  Alstom,  who 
said,  “I  thought  we’d  win  it  all 
the  time,”  had  his  world  series 
pitching  plans  all  mapped  out. 

“I  don’t  know  what  the  other 
guy  is  going  to  do,  but  I’m  go- 
ing with  my  big  guys,”  he  said. 
“That  means  Roger  Craig  in  the 
first  game  Thursday.” 

“After  that  it  will  be  Larry 
Sherry,  Johnny  Podres  and  Don 
Drysdale.  They  will  do  the  job.” 

The  Dodgers  did  it  the  hard 
way  in  smashing  the  Braves,  in 
a four  hour  and  six  minute  mar- 
athon at  the  sunswept  then  shad- 
owed Los  Angeles  Coliseum  Tu- 
esday to  climax  one  of  the  great- 
est comebacks  in  baseball  his- 
tory. 

For  no  other  national  league 
team  ever  before  had  fought  its 
way  back  from  seventh  place  to 
the  flag  in  one  brief  season’s 
jump.  And  it  was  a battle,  be- 


cause as  late  as  the  last  half  of 
the  ninth  inning  the  Dodgers — 
beaten  twice  before  in  playoffs 
for  thef  lag — again  faced  failure.
